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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections -35 use §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the IMted States. 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent no. 
3,613,919 to Ceepo. 

Ceepo discloses an all terrain vehicle conprising: a chassis carrying a straddle-type seat; 
a pair of front wheels mounted to the chassis, and a steering mechanism (not shown) operatively 
connected to the front wheels for steering the vehicle; a pair of rear wheels 16 for steering the 
vehicle; an engine (not shown) carried by the chassis, the engine being connected to a drive train 
supplying motive power to at least some of the wheels; a front winch 28 located proximate the 
front of the all terrain vehicle; and a rear winch 36 located proximate the rear of the all terrain 
vehicle, the front and rear winches being independently operable; the winches (28, 36) are 
independently controlled by hand levers (124, 126, 128 and 130). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed January 28, 2005 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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In reply to applicant's remarks on page 3 of the response regarding Ceepo not disclosing 
an ATV and a straddle-type seat, there is no structure set forth to differentiate applicant's ATV 
and straddle-type seat with that of Ceepo' s. Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that Ceepo 
discloses these features as set forth in the claims.

disclosure.
